No. P.IV/1(13)/84/A.—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-scction (7) of seclion 5D of the Employees’ Provi¬ 
dent Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 of 
1952), the Central Board, with the approval of the Central 
Government, hereby makes the following regulations further 
to amend the Employees’ Provident Fund (Staff and Condi¬ 
tions of Service) Regulations, 1962, namely 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Employees’ Pro¬ 
vident Fund (Staff and Conditions of Service) 
(Second Amendment) Regulations, 1986. 
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(2) They shall como into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Fund (Staff and Condition-s 
of Servicel Regulations, 1962— 

(a) for regulation 6 the following shall be sub.stituted, 
namely:— 

"6. Probation :—(1) Unless otherwise provided for in the 
relevant Recruitment Rules/Regulations every employee ap¬ 
pointed to a post either by direct recruitment or by promotion 
shall be on probation for a period of two years 

Provided that the appointing authority may in suitable cases 
extend the period of probation ordinarily for not more than 
one year, and for special reasons, for more than one year, 
but no employee shall, in any case, be kept on probation for 
a total period exceeding four years in any post: 

Provided further that “uy decision for extension of proba¬ 
tion shall be taken ordinarily within eight weeks after the ex¬ 
piry of the previous probationary period and communicated 
in writing to the concerned employee together with reasons for 
so doing within the said period. 

(2) On completion of the period of probation or any ex¬ 
tension thereof, employees shall, if considered fit for perma¬ 
nent appointment bo retained in their appointments on regular 
basis and be confirmed in due course against the available 
substantive vacancies, as the case may be. 

(3) If, during the period of probatiort or extension thereof, 
as the case may be, the appointing authority is of the opinion, 
that an employee is not fit for permanent appointment such 
authority, for reasons to be recorded in writing, may, discharpe 
or revert the employee to the post held by him prior to his 
appointment lo the post as the case may be. 

(4) During the period of probation or any extension thereot 
every employee who Is a direct recruit on his initial appoint¬ 
ment shall be required to pass such examination and tests as 
may be prescribed for satisfactory completion of the proba¬ 
tion. 

(51 The appointing authority may, at its discretion, count 
any continuous period of service during which an employee 
has successfully officiated in a post, as period of probation in 
that post.” 

(b) after regulation 6A, the following regulation shall be 
inserted, namely:— 

"6B Quasi permanency :—A temporary employee shall be 
deemed to be in quasi-permanent service on satisfactory com¬ 
pletion of probation provided he/she has been in continuous 
temporary service for not less than 3 years and the appointing 
authority being satisfied, having regard to the quality of his/ 
her work, conduct and character, as to his/her suitability for 
employment In a quasi permanent capacity, has made a de¬ 
claration to that effect."; 

(c) after regulation 8, the following regulation shall be 
inserted namely :— 

"ST TJahility to serve anywhere in India ; —^Every employes 
of the Organisation shall be liable to serve anywhere In India 


in any office of the Organisation and also to proceed on tour 
to any place in India as may be directed in the interest of 
work".
